tbe powers ot the election judges.

Peoria judge of aomeobseivaiiou and ex- 
perience suggests a few points worthy of 
consideration. He says:

the law that could well be discarded, a* 4 
in doe coarse ot time great change* will 
be wrought and the law simplified; but as 
it atanOs it is a great ihnnge tor the 
better. 1'be writer has had some experi- 
ence us • judge ot elections since the 
system osme into nee, acd has had oc- 
casion to notice some thtngd that ceeil 
correction. 
For instance, tbe instruc- 


tions to voters ca> : "When yon have re- 
ceived tue ballot, retire at once, alone, 
into one of the voting booths, unfold 
yonr 
ballot 
and 
prepiro 
it, 
etc." 
A large pro[ortiun of voters 


will nnfold tbe ballot before entering the 
booth, stand and read every name on the 
ticket ot each party, and then ask how to 
prepare their ballot*, when the law sa> « 
they shall not reoeivo ony aet>istanoe only 
in case they make oalb tt at 
<jan nei- 


ther read nor writ >. Otbers * 
declare 


tbey will not enter the booths, bat at- 
tempt to mark their tickets outside the 
booth. Some, when informed that it is 
necessary to enter the booth to prepare 
their tickets will get msd; some will curse 
and make fools of Ihemswlvea. Some will 
say, 'I will take thie ticket and return 
again later, which, of course, one not 
bs allowed, as the judges have been 
charged up with so many tickets and are 
not allowed to let any be carried off 
under pena ty of tbe law. Tbe "in«t ruc- 
tions to voters" also says: 
"Btfo:e 


leaving '.he voting booth, fold yonr bal- 
lot so as to conceal tbe mnrke, etc." A 
great many voters brtng thsir ballot 
to the judge, whose place it is to re- 
ceive tbe bhllots and placa them in the 
box, unfolded, expecting him to fold it. 
Tnie is not lawful. It is tbe instruction 
of the law governing the Australian sys- 
tem of voting to prevent everybody from 
ascertaining how or for whom tbe ballot 
has been oast. Not even tbe judge has a 
right to e*e bow the ballot has been 
marked. The marking ot tbe ballots is 
a very simple process. A tew minutes' 
study ot the 'instructions post>d before 
electioa-dhy will make the dullest perron 
intelligent on that sat j tot and prevent 
a great deal ot trouble and facilitate 
matters with the judges and clerks on 
election di>y.

It was decided to call a mass meeting 
of citi/ens for 3 o'clock this afternoon 
to discuss the situation. 


Gen Frve, who cum" here from Cali- 


fornia in advance of the main body yf 
the army, was a i rested on a charge of 
j 


vaffrancy, but his friends instituted 
habeas corpus proceedings and s-eeured 
his release at 7 o'clock this evening-. 
He celebrated his release by addressing 
a mass meeting of the friends and fol- 
lower.s of the commonweal movement 
in the city park to-night. 


There was great excitement on the 


street in the interval between the is- 
suing of the proclamation by Mayor 
Solomon calling the mass meeting and 
the gathering of the citizens. Arms 
and ammunition 'were purchased by 
the people on a wholesale MJale and 
taken to their home with the deter- 
mination to protect their homes and 
loved ones from the invaders if they 
succeeded in running the g-auntlet of 
the guards on duty at the citv limits. 


The 
excitement was 
further in- 


creased by a second report received 
from Tucson at the office of the South- 
ern 
Pacific railroad superintendent, 


saying that the town was at the mercy 
of the arm3r of tramps travelling to 
Massillon to join the main column un- 
der Coxey. The reason given for the 
acts of lawlessness was that the in- 
vaders had be'jn refused food by the 
citizens. 


Excited and determined men of this 


city filled the courthouse long before 
the time for the mass meeting. 
All 


were discussing the most effective way 
to prevent mob invasion. The most 
radical measures were proposed by the 
hotheads, and it would have fared ill 
with the troops if they had showed 
themselves inside the city limits at 
that time. 


When the mayor and members of the 


city council arrived at the courthouse 
in a body the following telegram was 
read: 


AUSTIN Tex . March 21. 


To Mayor Solomon and County Judge Hunter • 


Replying to your telegram, jou are assured 


that Texas is fully able to arrest prosecute 
and puaish Gen Frye and his whole "indus- 
trial array" if they rob or plunder your people 
or otherwise violate the penal code; and she 
will not call on the federal government for 
troops to aid in the work. Doubtless the rail- 
road company which brings the men into Texas 
•will carry them through the state on their 
mission to "interview congress " Please re- 
port all their criminal acts to the sheriff and 
the laws will be enforced.

SOUTH CKNTK'AEi ARKANSAS

Re- 
cently the divers reported that they 
were getting near the dynamite, but it 
was supposed that the explosive had 
lost its power after so many weeks in 
the water. Three divers went down 
yesterday 
when the 
explosion oc- 


curred. Ten men were out in a boat 
over the spot where the divers wore at 
work. Some fifty men were at work 
at the dock1-. 


The cause of Hie e\plosion of the 


dynamite is not known exactly. The 
report shook the Mt-n.le/ Nune/ street, 
which skirts the quay along its whole 
length. The small boat just off the 
dock was splintered and seven men 
were killed. Three divers also were 
killed, and thirty men along the quay 
were injured ser'ously 
At present it 


is impossible to get further details. 
Most of the telegraph wires are dowrn 
and the town is panic-stricken.
